NEVADA'S INSANE ASYLUM. 
The question as to whether Nevada 
shall continue to farm out her insane 
wards is again receiving discussion. 
The Reveille has taken up the cudgels 
against the management at Stockton, 
and makes direct charges. That paper 
believes that there is at least one man 
in charge of the physicians who has 
recovered his sanity, and implies that 
there may be others. The Silver 
State shows that a cure would be di- 
rectly against the interest of the con- 
tractors, Messrs. Langdon and Clark. 
The Virginia Chronicle thiaks it is 
cheaper at present than we could hope 
to make it with an asylum at home. 
The Enterprise demandsean investiga- 
tion of the direct charge made by the 
Reveille, and upon purely selfish 
grounds thinks a change advisable. 
The idea that a State which has more 
money than it can spend, should stop 
to argue this question is certainly 
novel. There is no reason why we 
can not save money by the 
building of an asylum. There 
are excellent reasons why the 
State should build one, even at a loss 
of money. Baby farms and private 
mad-houses are not worthy of State 
support, nor should any State commit 
its unfortunate citizens to the care of 
contractors, whese mercy will gener- 
ally be measured by the compensation 
received. Every precedent demands 
that the State shall maintain some 
portion of its dignity and independ- 
ence. The proposition is o self-evi- 
dent that the State's position is worthy 
of ridicule, not of argument. We be- 
lieve that Nevada is a State and not a 
county in California, that the practice 
of boarding her insane in that State is 
no more praiseworthy than that of 
crossing the border is search of State 
officers and Senators.

The first 
named, J. B. Gray, was employed upon 
the Gazette during the first two years 
of its existence, and was ever found 
prompt, accommodating and reliable. 
We have every reason to believe that 
his associates are equally deserving, 
and we therefore heaitily wish them 
success. Without any animosity to- 
ward the other journals of that city, 
or more than a desire to see the home 
of our boyhood properly represented 
and a worthy effort succeed, we think 
we can truly say that Nevada city 
sadly needed new blood and a differ- 
ent degree of energy in her journal- 
istic field. The Transcript, long re

Barglary. 

The case of the State vs. Emmett 
Jones, was set down for trial this morn- 
ing in the Justice Court, but for several 
goed reasons was not tried. If the ex- 


result would necessarily be ascertained 


we have learned them since itscommis- 
sion. Messrs. Block & White were in- 
formed some two weeks ago that one 
or more parties had in their mind a 
purpose and perhaps laid their plans 
to rob the Reno Exchange. To thwart 
any such determination, the windows 
of their saloon were most securely fast- 
ened und each night the doors were 
locked and bolted.

dow and began his burglarious work. 
Some 3,000 common and 400 Havana 
cigars were safely packed out, and part 
of them stored under the sidewalk in 
front of Dr. Hugan’s office. Consid- 
erable whiskey, champagne and six 
bottles of absynthe were next carried 
off. The combinavion of the lock to 
the counter drawer, it seems, Jones 
had ascertained, and this money drawer 
was therefore opened. Fortunatel”, 
however, only eight short bits were 
found in this till.
